The heavy rains of Tuesday and 
yesterday have swollen the rivers, es- 
pecially those in -the central districts 
of the country, to a great extent.

This liimonted gcntlenmn, wlioso re- 
mains Avoio coiisignctl Id tlio KiMvo on 
l''iiduy,\vn.s n man richl}- onilowcd witli nil 
tbo oliurauteriiiliuB tbat coustituto ilio 
true man. Bora at.Ottery, St. Mary's, 
I>QVon9J>ire,in 1823, liefintorcd tlioOouuty 
Yoomanry at uu onrly aj^o, mul upon at- 
taining his majority iui em il; rated to 
Australia, wboro he euyageil iii siock- 
raibiug until 1850, when hi" rct'irnod to 
England as 8Ui)orcargo of thu .'iamo .sliip 
that carried Kobert Lo'vo (iln' "iJob 
Logic" of tbe Gladstone Ministry) back to 
London ftom Australia, wbero bo bad ri3- 
alizfed a ' Wrtniiff.

In fcjeptuuiber, ISOl, ho bocaiiiu 
B'jgiBtrai: of tbo Supremo Court of British 
Oolambia, oootinuing as sucb till ISGti, 
VBefi? he was madb OhiBf Cunstalile and 
latterly Government .Agent, at tho gohl- 
mining centre of (.^uesnel I'ork.^. Tliis 
latter Bilutttiou he- couiiuued to lill with 
admirable temper and striut integrity for 
seven ypairai. , was^a man of magnili- 
Cf^^f^ii/siguef h\if ilia .soy.orily, the win- 
ters and we eipo^nre'tbai; hb'miluehtl^ 
had to undergo in the' discharge of his 
arduous duties, finally told upon iiis 
splendid constitution, luiil a fi;w weeks 
einco ho was forced to lu-ik fur le.ivo of al) 
Beucio iu tho hopj of recnuliiig lii.s ^Iml- 
tureJ health, lie arrived al VieLji'iii iibuut 
one month ags; too late, however, to savo 
hia iavaloAblo life, and after a short r.dly 
ho sank on Christmas Day into iilctbargic 
slumber from which he never awok(? to 
oijnsoiouaness, and passed away without a 
Bob or shudder on the evening of the 'iTtb 
inst. His remains wore followed to the 
grave by the highest diguitarios of tlie 
Province as well as by many iu buiublor 
walks of life who had learned to love and 
eataem him 'as a friend and associate. Mr. 
Hare was a man of encn-mons phvi-ical 
fitrength. Ho has Vioeu known to lift 800 
pounds without an apparent ell'orl, aud no 
man could have withstood tho shook of a 
blow from one of his tremeiuinus biceps.
